Christian and A. Rosenfeldt represent- 
ing the firemen, whose business it will 
be to look into the matter and report at 
a future meeting. 

The firemen then objected to the dis 
posal of the gasoline engine and de- 
manded that it Bhould be repaired and 
be kept in such a condition that it can, 
at any time, be relied upon to furnish 
power for pumping should the motor 
for any reason foil us. The. board lis- 
tened- to the objection, then made and 
seconded a motion that the engine be 
repaired, and appointed A. Rosenfeldt 
as a committee of one to attend to it at 
once. 

Next the firemen expressed their diB. 
satisfaction with the present marshall. 
They wanted a change and they were 
rather emphatic about it too. This 
storm had been brewing for some little 
tin^e and consequently there was lots 
to be said, but the Board realizing that 
the firemen were justified in their de- 
mands, appointed a committee of two, 
C. A. Powlea and Elmer Brook to look 
up some one to fill the job. 

During the meeting a communication 
from the Rivers and Harbors commis- 
sion was read summoning the board to 
appear before the commission in Chica- 
go on Wednesday, Sept. 6, to answer 
to the charge of poluting lequoit creek.

TO STOP BATHING 

IN FOX RIVER 

Contamination of the Fox river which 
runs through a portion of Lake county 
has resulted in ah order issued by the 
State Board of Health to prohibit bath- 
ing In that stream until a more thorough 
investigation can be conducted. Ten 
cases of typhoid fever are said by the 
board to be traceable to the river pol- 
lution. 

A dispatch from Springfield, anent 
the condition says; 

Springfield, III., Aug. 28.— The State 
Board of Health Saturday issued .an 
order forbidding-all bathing in the Fox 
river from McHenry down. The order 
was issued when reports received by 
the board showed that ten cases of ty- 
phoid-fever in the northern part of the 
state are traceable directly to bathing 
in the river. , 

The board is trying a new typhoid 
vaccine in Elgin for the first time. It 
immunizes, in eight days instead of 
twenty. , 

Dr. Drake also announced the sani- 
tary force will go to Elgin and assist 
the authorities there in organizing an 
efficient health department. 

The state board looks for new out- 
breaks at Elgin for three weeks but 
the epidemic should be halted at the 
end of that time.

Caught in the suction of a powerful 
undertow which they were unable to 
combat, three young women were sav- 
ed from drowning in Lake Michigan at 
Fort Sherlday Sunday afternoon; only 
the heroic action of two' young men 
who "plunged into the lake with their 
clothes on and dragged them to shore. 
All three young women were unconsc- 
ious when rescued. Two of them had 
been under water over a minute. Their 
names are said to be: Ruth Jackson, 
aged 18; Jennie Smith, aged 19; and 
Marjorie Johnson, aged 17. 

All three of the young wemen reside 
in Chicago. With a number of friends 
of their own age they were picnicking 
on the beach at Fort Sheridan. Despite 
the fact that the day was quite cool 
there were a number who braved the 
chill wind and went in bathing. Among 
them were the three young women in 
question 

They had waded out to a point where 
the water was' waist deep. They were 
unacquainted with the beach and did 
not know there was a strong undertow 
which makes it dangerous for any but 
the strongest swimmers to go in bath- 
ing there. Suddenly they were drag- 
ged ■■ off their feet. Friends on shore 
and others who werea short distance 
away in the water beard their screams 
for help and saw them floundering 
about m the water but thought they 
merely called for help to' drawthe at- 
tention of their friends. No one went 
to their assistance. 

Unable to regain their footing the 
young women were dragged farther and 
farther into the lake. There were two 
men on shore, however, who perceived 
that the young women were really in 
distress . and doffing their coats they 
plunged, into the lake and with power- 
ful strokes swam in the direction where 
two of the struggling victims had dis- 
appeared beneath the surface. 'This is 
said to have been about 100 yards from 
shore. Diving with difficulty, because 
of the encumbrance of their clothing 
the reacurers after several unsuccessful 
efforts located the bodies of two vie 
tims on the lake bottom. They swam 
ashore with them and then went back 
for the other victim, who also was un- 
conscious but who was floating because 
her lungs had not become completely 
filled with water. The rescuers were 
completely exhausted when they reach- 
ed shore the second time. 
Attendants at the Fort Sheridan post 

hospital which was located not very far 
away were summoned and used artificial 
respiration. A lungmotor was rushed 
to the scene but was not used. It was 



a brave struggle which had 
continued through many months, Chase 
Webb, prominent in business and poli- 
tical circles of Waukegan, for thirty 
years, passed away at his home Friday 
night. Mr. Webb had long been a suf- 
ferer from stomach trouble, the direct 
cause of his demise. 

In his death, that community has lost 
on$jpf its strongest men. As a busi- 
ness man, he established the Webb & 
Son; coal business which is one of the 
leading firms of the city. He was a 
force in politics and from 1886 to 1900 
held the office of sheriff. The six years 
following he was chief of police ofWau- 
kegan. His residence in that citv dates 
from the time of his election as sheriff. 
At that time he lived in Antioch. 

The passing ot Mr. Webb means the 
reducing of the ranks of the G. A. R., 
by another of its respected members. 
From 1862 until the close of the war,he 
served as one of Co, C, 96th III., Vol., 
enlisting from Antioch and serving with 
distinction. 

Chose Webb was born in Ithaca, N. 
Y„ March 26, 1843 but practically all 
his life had lived in that community, 
the family moving to Antioch when he 
was 1 year old. There he was reared 
and when a youth of 19 entered the 
army.' Following his return from the 
war, he married Miss Jannette Minto 
of Antioch, who passed away in Febru- 
ary, 1889. Later, Mr. Webb was unit- 
ed in marriage with Mrs. Mary Taylor, 
who survives him. 

Three sons, David T., Frank A , and 
Edgar C. Webb and one daughter, Mrs. 
Margaret Yager mourn his passing. 
Mrs. R. L. Smart, another daughter, 
passed away five years ago. One broth 
er A. D. Webb of Waukegan and Mrs. 
Helen Savage of Antioch outlived their 
relative.

accident fatajities. The two' sisters, 
with Mrs. Sherwood at the steering 
wheel, had been enjoying a short ride 
and were on their homeward way, on 
the Trevor road. As .'they neared the 
Soo Line crossing near the Haven's 
farm, the driver of the car looked as 
usual to see if the crossing was clear, 
but the tall weeds along the deep cut at 
that particular place obstructed the 
view so that she did not see a lone en- 
gine which was very quietly sliding 
down from the north, until they were 
squarely upon the track and the engine 
was only a few feet away. 

Quickly swinging the steering wheel 
she turned the car sidewise and took 
the bump from the back rather than 
squarely in the side. Spectators ex- 
pected to find them crushed to bita 
but were agreably surprised to 
find Mrs. Sherwood totally unin- 
jured and Miss Gaggin, who had 
been thrown into a deep bole partially 
filled with stones, uninjured, except for 
bruises upon her head and back, which 
upon examination proved to be only 
minor injuries. Not a drop of blood 
was shed and beyond a thorough fright 
and Miss Gaggin's few bruises they 
were none the worse for the experience 
although the auto is a total wreck.

A policeman trying to stop a run- 
away team of horses drawing a lnrge 
laundry wagon walked out on the 
wagon tonguo while tho animals were 
running at a furious pace. Falling 
then to halt them, he tripped one of 
the horses, and with Uiera fell In n 
mass Just before the team might have 
run into a group of children playing 
In the street." The policeman suffer- 
ed many broken bones; hut he will 
bo recommended for departmental 
recognition. 

He Is Denis J. Rodgers, attached to* 
tho West 125th street station, ltod- 
gers, who weighs more than two hun- 
dred pound j and is tull, was In the 
neighborhood of Convent avenue and 
130th street when he saw the team, 
frightened by an automobile, dash up 
the street. Rodgers caught the rear 
of the wagon. Making his way to tho 
driver's seat, he found that the reins 
were on tho ground. By thnt time tho 
team was approaching 139th; street, 
and men, women and children on tho 
sidewalk were running to safety nnd 
screaming to those further up tho 
street to flee. 

Leaps on Wagon Tonguo. 

The frightened spectators saw Rod- 
gers, apparently helpless, on'tlio driv- 
er's seat. To their astonishment, 
however, he paused there only- a few- 
seconds, and then leaped to the wag- 
on tongue, steadying himself by hold-. 
Ing his hands on the hacks of tho 
horses. That -made one of the ani- 
mals rear and kick, causing the wag-

on to careen from side to side In the 
street nnd narrowly miss striking un 
automobile. 

Rodgers' weight strained the wagon 
pole as he made his way toward the 
horses' heads. . Spectators feared tliat 
the tongue would strike the curbing ns 
the wagon swerved and that the 
policeman would be dashed to death. 
Slowly he made his way forward, hold- 
ing nt times to tho horses' manes. Then 
he grasped a rein neur the bridle of 
one of the horses. 

Tho animal resisted and jerked his 
head so suddenly that Rodgers fell off 
tho tongue. Clinging to the rein of 
one horse nnd the inane of the other, 
the pollccmnn, while tho crowd gasped, 
succeeded In holding himself off tho 
ground while tho horses went half 
a block. 

Saw Children Ahead. 

Then Rodgers -sn'w, the children 
ahead, at 144th street, one or two 
seemed to be dazed In the path of the 
racing anlmuls. lie tripped one of the 
horses, the animal turning a half 
somersault.

Canada Improving In Every "Way 
—Agriculturally, Commercially 
and Financially, ' 

Tho reports coming to hand every 
day from nil branches of • Industry in 
Canada speak highly of tho . construe- 
tlve ability, of that "country:; 

Recently the managing directors of 
the Canadian Credit Men's Associa- 
tion gave rout the statement that busi- 
ness in Western Canada was good. In 
every branch It Is better than In 1013, 
and everyone will remember that In 
that year business was excellent. Ho 
says : 

" ITho beauty of it is the. way in 
which' payments nre coming in. Mer- 
chants all over the West are taking 
their cash discounts. Such a transfor- 
mation 1 never saw.. 

"From the records in the office I 
knew It was getting better. Wo clear 
here every retail merchant In tho coun- 
try every threo months, nnd wo are 
therefore In the closest touch and have 
intimate knowledge of tho way trade 
Is going and how payments aro being 
made. CondlUons nt the present mo- 
ment aro better .than I had dreamed It 
was possible that they should be. 

"The "statements which wo aro re- 
ceiving with" reference to the standing 
of country merchants Indicates that 
there will be very few failures this 
full. It Is quite remarkable. Men" who 
have been behind for. years and In tho 
hole are actually paying spot cash for 
everything, and taking their cash dis- 
counts. Banks nnd -loan companies 
this fall will have more money than 
they know what to do with. 

"This Is about the condition of trade, 
and I am glad to say there Is no exag- 
geration in what I have said. The 
business of the pruirio provinces Is in 
splendid condition." , 

Crop reports uro also good. From 
all parts comes the word that the crop 
conditions were never better, and Uio 
situation at the time of writing is 
that there will be fully ns great a 
yield as In 1015, when the average of 
wheat over tho entire country was up- 
wards of 30 bushels per acre. The 
harvest therefore will be a heavy one — 
and, following the magnificent harvest 
of last year, the farmers of Western 
Canada will all bo in splendid shape. 
Old indebtednesses, much of ■ which 
followed them from their old homes, 
nre being wiped out, Improvements ure 
now . being plunned, and additional 
acres added to their present holdings. 
During the past year Uiero was a 
»large Increase in tho land sales both by 
the Canadian Pacific and Canadian 
Northern land companies, as well as 
by private Individuals. A great many 
of the purchases were mado by farm- 
ers who thus secured adjoining quar- 
ters or halves, the best evidence prob- 
ably., that could bo had of the value 
of Western Canada Innd when those 
who know the country best ure' adding 
to their holdings. A number of out- 
siders have also been purchasers, but 
very littlo land has changed hands for 
speculative purposes. 

An evidence of tho prosperity of the 
country Is found in the fuct that such 
a large number of .farmers aro pur- 
chasing automobiles. 

Alleged hard times In Manitoba have 
not dampened the ardor of motorists 
or prospective ones. Tho.nutonioblle 
license department reported a few 
days Blnce that there 'are 1,000 more 
private owners of cars in the province 
this year than last. The number of 
licenses Issued this year was 10,400, as 
against 8,800 lust year. At an aver- 
ago cost of $1,000 each the newly pur- 
chased cars represent a total outlay of 
$1,000,000, 'while the total number of 
cars in tho province nre worth approx- 
imately $10,000,000. Tho new cars are 
of modern types. 

Many people, for some unexplained 
reason, have feared and continue to 
four that this country will experience 
n period of Industrial nnd business 
dullness after the wur. There seems 
to bo no justification for such a specu- 
lation. 

On tho contrary, thero nre sound 
rensons for belief In the prediction of 
Mr. Kingman Nott Robins, vice presi- 
dent of the Farm Mortgago Bankers' 
Association of America, who, In the 
Monetary Times, declares that Cannda 
will experience her greatest propor- 
tionate development in production im- 
mediately after the conclusion of the 
war. Tho country will certainly have 
exceptionally favorable commercial 
conditions to take advantage 6/. 

There will be the great need of Eti- 
ropo In tho work of reconstruction, 



and along with this, -.the- natural tend- 
ency of the allies to trade among them- 
selves, nnd perhaps special trading 
privileges. Mr. Robins points out .tliat 
the greatest development In Iho United 
States followed the costly and destruc- 
tive civil war. 

Mr. Robins, In an address before the 
Bondmen's Club of Chicago, expressed 
the opinion of a far-thinking mind and 
the review of an experience of the last 
of his numerous trips through the Ca- 
nadian West. When ho. said he re- 
garded the spirit of the Canadian 
people, as ho found It, tho most ad- 
mirable and encouraging feature of 
tho. entire situation. They aro facing 
the sacrifices of war courageously and 
with cairn confidence ns to, the result, 
and in similar spirit they f uce the eco- 
nomic future, confident, but expecting 
to solve their problems only by dint of 
hard and intelligent effort. 

An important part of Mr. Robins* 
address,, which invites earnest atten- 
tion. Is that in which he refers to the 
land situation, and when his remarks 
are quoted they carry with them the 
impression gained by one who has 
given the question- tho careful Uiought 
of a man experienced In economic ques- 
tions, nnd specially those relating to 
soil and its producUon. He Is quoted 
us saying: 

"Agricultural Cannda was never so 
prosperous, and immigration of agri- 
cultural population both during and 
after the war seems a logical expecta- 
tion, finding support In au Increasing 
Immigration nt present from tho Unit- 
ed States, in spite of numerous ca- 
nards spread broadcast throughout the 
United States to discourage emigration 
to Canada. Tho lands of Western Can- 
adu,» however, as long ns they are as 
nt present the most advantageous for 
the settler of any on tho continent, 
must continue to attract, despite mis- 
representation, und on the increase of 
lis agricultural nnd other primarily' 
productive population depends the eco- 
nomic future of Canada. All other 
problems nre secondary to this, and 
tho largo Interests of Canada, recog- 
nizing .this fact, are preparing Jo se- 
cure and hold this population both dur- 
ing nnd after the war. They are con- 
tent to let city development and other 
secondary phases and superstructure 
follow In natural course. This recog- 
nition of the true basis of economic 
development Is an encouraging augury 
for the future." 

"The war has brought the United 
States^ and Canada nearer together 
economically . than ever before. Tho 
total Investment of United States capl- 
tul in Canada doubtless exceeds $1,000,- 
000,000, of which $300,000,000 has been 
Invested since the wur began. Except 
for Great Britain, Cannda is the Unit- 
• ed States' best customer. Our exports 
to nil of South America in the lust 
three years were less than a third of 
our exports to Canada in the same pe- 
riod, although Canada has been rigidly 
reducing her Imports since the war be-" 
gun. Even France, a good customer 
of the United Stntes, bought $70,000,- 
000 less than Canuda during 1013, 1014, 
1015. And yet Canada's purchasing 
power Is In the first stages of develop- 
ment only. It has been estimated that 
the United States can support a popu- 
lation of 000.000,000. Using the same 
basis of calculation In reference tn nat- 
ural resources, Canada can support a 
population of 400,000,000. 

."Canada Is potentially the most pop- 
ulous, nnd,- in primary production, nt 
least, tho richest unit of the British 
empire, nnd It behooves us In the Unit- 
ed States to know our Canada.'' 

Tho social, conditions throughout 
Western CunndU-.are everything tliat 
could bo desired. 'Schools have been 
established in all districts where thero 
may bo ten or twelvo chlid?en4££chool 
age, nnd these are largely maintained 
by liberal government grants. A fund 
for this purpose Is raised from the 
revenue derived from the sale of school 
land, onc-elghtccnth of all lands being 
set aside us. school lands. Air tho 
higher branches of education are cared 
for, thero being high schools at all 
Important centers, 'and colleges and 
universities In tho principal cities. 

The R different religious denomina- 
tions prevail, each having Its separate 
church, and religious services are held 
In every hamlet ond village, and In 
fnr-off settlements the pnstor finds an 
attentive congregation. The rural tele- 
phone Is one of the great modern con- 
veniences thnt brings the farm home 
nearer to the market. 

It is not saying too much to state 
that In matters of social importance, 
In the most remoto settlements they 
carry with them the same influence ns 
Is to be found In tho most prosperous 
forming districts of nny of tho states 
of tho Union.— Advertisement

"Watch the tender greenhouse plants, 
that are In the open and take them up 
before the last days- of summer hnve 
passed. 

Have the pots ready for the bulbs 
which must be token up soon. 

Insects will now begin to attack the 
scarlet runner and other flowers of 
that nature and they must be watched 
carefully. 

The dahlias, gladioli and other rank- 
growing plants are likely to be blown 
down by the wind and should be 
staked. 

Unless chrysanthemums nro shaded 
during the hot month of August they 
will be injured by the sun. 

Drench the ground around the tea 
roses, but do not spray the bushes. 

Roses of all kinds should be thor- 
oughly mnnured with well-rotted cow 
manure and mulched with lawn cut- 
tings and leaves. ' 

Liquid manure should be applied 
only when the ground Is moist enough 
to absorb It. 

.It Is fatal to some plants to fertilize 
them with rich manures when the 
ground Is very dry. 

♦ Never allow roses to remnln on the 
bush when the petals begin to fall. 

* All plants that are Intended for win- 
ter bloomers should have the buds 
pinched off now. 

Pick pansles and nasturtiums every 
day If you want to huve plenty of 
blooms. 

When the lilacs hove finished bloom- 
ing, ull the seed clusters should be 
cut away. If the seed Is allowed to 
develop on the lllnc It generally bus 
few flowers In every other year. 

The best way to kill weeds now Is 
to pull them up by hand. 

The redbug and other enemies of the 
rose. If not killed ofT Inst month should 
be effectually removed now. An ex- 
cellent spray for rose bushes Is made 
-of one-half pound of laundry soup 
msflted-ln hot water to which Is added 
one cupful of kerosene. When this 
comes to n boll, use about one part to 
fifteen parts of water. 

Scrape up road dust and apply about 
the roots >of your plants (luring the hot 
weather and keep the moisture In the 
soil. Lawn clippings make nn excel- 
lent mulch for the larger plants and 
shrubs. 

Save the gross clippings from the 
lown to serve os a mulch for the bed 
of ten roses. These plants like to have 
the soli about their roots cool and 
moist. Spread the gross over the bed 
to a depth of two or three Inches.' 
When It withers, work It into the soil 
to net as a fertilizer as It decays and 
apply fresh clippings. 

Cuttings from the geranium mny be 
mode all through August in most cli- 
mates. 

In a dry season don't mow the Inwn 
as often as In a showery one.* Itegu-, 
late the frequency of your mowing 
by. the appearance of the grass. Aim 
to keep It looking green and velvety. 
Early In August is n gooU time to sow 



fluently, but not too often. 



MONEY IN COTTAGE GARDENS 

By LIMA R. ROSE. 

When I lived In th^jeountry we used 
to send scores of nosegays to market, 
priced from five to ten cents. We 
could not supply them fast enough, 
and if people cared to grow common 
flowers or pot plants and sell them 
outside a railway station, for instnnce, 
they could do well with them now. 

Moke your own leaf mold. When 
sod Is removed from the ground for 
any purpose, shako out the fine soil 
that adheres to it for future use, or 
slice off the fine roots with a sharp 
knife Just below the crown of the 
grass. 

This Is known ns fibrous loam oncF 
In combination with, leaf mold, old 
mnnure and line shnrp sand makes the 
very best potting soli. 

Throw the top of the sods in a henp 
in some out-of-the-way corner, and add 
the rakings* of the yard In fall and 
spring, nil weeds pulled during the 
summer, nil refuso of vegetables, pota- 
to pariags, apple peelings, corn husks 
and berry hulls, anything that Is vege- 
table matter und will decay. 

All dishwater and slops that are not 
needed on the garden should be thrown 
on the pile, which shouh.l be turned oc- 
casionally during the whiter. 

By the following spring you will 
hnyo the finest kind of a leaf mold. 

Not all the pile will have decayed, 
but along the edges and underneath It 
will be found ready for use. 

Add to It every bit of nvallablo veg- 
etable matter during the year, Includ- 
ing the unnuul flowers pulled up after 
their seuson of bloom. Add tops of 
such root plants as connus, ealadlums, 
gladioli, and you will soon have a sup- 
ply quite adequate to the needs of the 
ordlnnry garden. 

Where there are waterworks the 
hose may be turned on frequently to 
hasten composition. 

If it is impossible to replace nil poor 
soil In the gurden with better, by the 
addition of leaf mold and manure 
much mny be accomplished In the way 
of building up und rendering it suit- 
able.

Plans of the Institute for Government Research 

M EMBERS of congress and government officials who were startled by the 
"■ report that the Institute for Government Research, backed by John D 
Rockefeller, was preparing to make a sweeping iavestlgation of all depart- 
ments of the government suppressed 
their indignation when they discovered 
that the purpose for which the insti- 
tute was organized fell far short of 
such an Inquiry. 

One of the charter members of the 
organization said that Mr. Rockefeller 
had nothing to do with it at the out- 
set, at least, and expressed doubt that 
ho had contributed any funds to carry 
on the work for which It wns designed. 
It was also asserted that no investiga- 
tion of any department of the govern- 
ment. The Institute for Government Research was organized shortly before 
the wnr by a number of economists and scientists, interested in the subject 
for tho purpose of ranking an independent study of governmental methods, 
with a view to promoting efficiency and eliminating defects now known to 
exist 

Tho aim was purely scientific. It wns not to pick flaws In any adminis- 
tration, but to discover In what way the busiuess of government could be best 
carried on. 

•William Franklin Wllloughby, professor of jurisprudence and politics at 
Princeton university, Is managing director of the institute. 

Tho board of trustees is composed of the following men, all of whom are 
prominently identified with Rockefeller activities: Frank J. Goodnow, presi- 
dent of Johns Hopkins university, chairman; Edwin A. Alderman, president of 
the University of Virginia, secretary; Frederick Strauss, New York banker, 
treasurer; Robert S. Brockllogs of St Louis, Charles W. Eliot, former presl- 
dent of Harvard university, and Raymond B. Fosdlck of the Rockefeller 
foundation. ,

New York. — Scores of frightened 
pedestrians in Convent nvenue wit- 
nessed a spectacle that rivaled tho 
famous equestrian feats of the old 
lilppodrome. 

A pollcemnn trying to stop a run- 
away team of horses drawing a largo 
laundry wagon walked out on tho 
wagon tongue while tho nnlmnls were 
running at a furious pace. Falling 
then to halt them, he tripped one of 
the horses, and with them fell In a 
mass just before the team might have 
run Into a group of children playing 
In the street." The policeman suffer- 
ed mnny broken bones; hut he will 
bo recommended for departmental 
recognition. 

He Is Denis J. Itodgers, attached to 
tho West 125th street station. Itod- 
gers, who weighs more than two nun- , 
dred pound* nnd Is tall, was In tho 
neighborhood of Convent nvenue nnd 
130th street when he saw the team, 
frightened by nn automobile, dnsh up 
tho street. Itodgers caught the renr 
of tho wagon. Mnklng his way to tho 
driver's seat, he found that tho reins 
were on tho ground. By that time tho 
team was approaching 139th, street, 
and men, women and children on tho 
sidewalk were running to safety and 
screaming to those farther up tho 
street to flee. 

Leaps on Wagon Tongue. 

The frightened spectators saw Itod- 
gers, apparently helpless, on r .thc driv- 
er's scat. To their astonishment, 
however, he paused there only- a few- 
seconds, and then leaped to the wag- 
on tongue, steadying himself by hold-, 
lng his hands on tho backs of tho 
horses. That- made one of the ani- 
mals rear and hick, causing' the wag-

on to careen from side to side in tho 
street nnd narrowly miss striking an 
automobile. 

Itodgers' weight strnlned the wagon 
pole ns he made his way toward tho 
horses' heads. . Spectators feared thut 
the tongue would strike the curbing ns 
the wagon swerved and that the 
policeman would be dashed to death. 
Slowly he made his way forward, hold- 
ing at times to the horses' manes. Then 
he grasped a rein near the bridle of 
one of the horses. 

The animal resisted and Jerked his 
head so suddenly that Itodgers fell off 
tho tongue. Clinging to tho rein of 
one horse nnd tho mane of the other, 
the policeman, while tho crowd gasped, 
succeeded In holdln; himself off tho 
ground while the horses went half 
a block. 

Saw Children Ahead. 

Then Itodgers -saw; the children 
ahead, at 144th street, one or two 
seemed to be dazed In the path of the 
racing nnlmnls. lie tripped one of the 
horses, the nnlmnl turning a half 
somersault. For a minute all the 
spectators could see was a mass of 
kicking horses, pollcemnn, broken 
harness nnd splinters flying from tho 
broken wngon tongue. 

Other policemen who hnd been at- 
tracted by screams hastened to Itod- 
gers' assistance. He was taken to a 
hospital where It was found -that ho 
Is suffering from three broken ribs, a 
broken leg and bruises and contu- 
sions.

Conditions at tho present mo- 
ment are better \than I hnd dreamed It 
was possible that they should be. 

•Tho statements which wo are re- 
ceiving with' reference to the standing 
of country merchants Indicates that 
there will bo very few failures tills 
fall. It Is quite remarkable. Meawho 
have been behind for years and. In tho 
hole are actually paying spot cash for 
everything, and taking their cash dis- 
counts. Banks and loan companies 
this fall will have more money thun 
they know what to do with. 

"This Is about the condition of trade, 
and I am glad to say there Is no exag- 
geration In what I have 'said. The 
business of the prairie provinces is ia 
splendid condition." . 

Crop reports ure also good. From 
all parts comes the word that the crop 
conditions were never better, and tho 
situation at the time of writing Is 
that there will be fully as great a 
yield a-«» In 1015, when the average of 
wheat over the entire country was up- 
wards of 30 bushels per acre. The 
harvest therefore will be a heavy one— 
nnd, following the magnificent harvest 
of last year, the farmers of Western 
Cnnndn will all be In splendid shape. 
Old Indebtednesses, much of- which 
followed them from their old homes, 
are being wiped out, Improvements ore 
now . being plunned, nnd additional 
acres added to their present holdings. 

During tho past year there was a 
>lnrge Increase in the land sales both by j 
the Canadian Pacific arid Canadlun ' 
Northern land companies, as well as 
by private Individuals. A great many 
of the purchases wcro mudo by form- 
ers who thus secured adjoining quar- 
ters or halves, tho best evidence prob- 
ably. that could be had of the value 
of Western Canada land when those 
who know the country best arc' adding 
to their holdings. A number of out- 
siders have also been purchasers, but 
very little laud has changed hands for 
speculative purposes. 

An evidence of the prosperity of the 
country Is found In tho fact that such 
a largo number of farmers aro pur- 
chasing automobiles. 

Alleged hard times In Manitoba have 
not dampened tho ardor of motorists 
or prospective ones. The. automobile 
license department reported n few 
days slace that there are 1,000 more 
private owners of cars In the province 
this year than Inst The number of 
licenses issued this yenr was 10,400, as 
against 8,800 lust yenr. At an aver- 
ago cost of $1,000 each the newly pur- 
chased cars represent a total outlay of 
$1,000,000, 'while the total number of 
cars In the province nre worth approx- 
imately $10,000,000. Tho new cars are 
of modern types. 

Many people, for some unexplained 
renson, have feared and continue to 
fear that this country will experience 
a period of Industrial nnd business 
dullness after the wur. There seems 
to bo no justification for such a specu- 
lation. 

Oa tho contrnry, there aro sound 
reasons for belief In the prediction of 
Mr. Klngmnn Nott Itoblns, vice presi- 
dent of tho Farm Mortgage Bankers' 
Association of America, who, in the 
Monetary Times, declares that Cnnnda 
will experience her greatest propor- 
tionate development In production im- 
mediately after the conclusion of tho 
war. The country will certainly have 
exceptionally favorable commercial 
conditions to take advantage of. 

There will be the great need of Bu- 
ropo in tho worlc of reconstruction, 



and along with this, the 'natural tend- 
ency, of tho allies to trade among them- 
selves, _arid perhaps special trading 
privileges. : Mr.. Robins points put that 
the greatest development In Ihe United 
States followed the costly and destruc- 
tive civil war. 

Mr. Robins, In an address before the 
Bondmen's Club of Chicago, expressed 
the opinion of a far-thinking mind and 
tho review of an experience of the last 
of his numerous trips through the Ca- 
nadlna West. When he said he re- 
garded the spirit of the Canadian 
people, as ho found It, tho most ad- 
mirable and encouraging feature of 
the entire situation. They are facing 
the sacrifices of war courageously and 
with calm confidence as to the result 
and In similar spirit they fuce the eco- 
nomic future, confident but expecting: 
to solve their problems only by dint of 
hard nnd Intelligent effort 

An Important npnrt of Mr. Robins* 
address, which Invites earnest atten- 
tion, Is that in which he refers to the 
land situation, and when his reraurks 
are quoted' .they carry with them the 
impression gained by one .» who hns 
given the question the careful thought 
of a man experienced In economic ques- 
tions, and specially those relating to 
so|l and Its production. He is quoted 
as saying: 

"Agricultural "Canada was never so 
prosperous, and Immigration of ngrl- 
cultural population both during and 
after the war Becms a logical expecta- 
tion, finding support In uu increasing 
Immigration at present from the Unit- 
ed States, In spite of numerous ca- 
nards spread broadcast throughout the 
United States to discourage emigration 
to Canada. The lands of Western Can- 
ada,, however, as long ns they are as 
at present the most advantageous for 
tho settler of nny on the continent 
must continue to attract, despite mis- 
representation, and on tho incrense of 
Us ngriculturnl and other primarily 
productive population depends the eco- 
nomic future of Canadu. All other 
problems aro secondary to this, and 
tho inrgo interests of Cnnndn, recog- 
nizing .this fact, are preparing to se- 
cure and hold tills population both dur- 
ing and after the war. They are con- 
tent to let city development and other 
secondary phases and superstructure 
follow In natural course. This recog- 
nition of tho true basis of economic 
development Is an encouraging augury 
for tho future." 

"Tho war hns brought the United 
States, and Canada nearer together 
economically than ever before.. The 
total Investment of United States capi- 
tal In Canada doubtless exceeds $1,000,- 
000,000, of which $300,000,000 has been 
invested since the wnr begnn. Except 
for Grent Britain, Canada is the Unit- 
ed States' best customer. Our exports 
to nil of South America In the lust 
three years were less than a third of 
our exports to Canada In the same pe- 
riod, although Cunnda has been rigidly 
reducing her Imports since tho war be-" 
gun. Even France, a good customer 
of the United Stntes, bought $70,000,- 
000 less than Canada during 1013, 1914, 
1915.. And yet Canada's purchasing 
power Is in the first stages of develop- 
ment only. It has been estimated that 
the United Stntes can support a popu- 
lation of 000,000,000. Using the same' 
basis of calculation in reference tp nat- 
ural resources, Canada caa support a 
population of 400,000,000. 

"Canada Is potentially the most pop- 
ulous, and,- In primary production, at 
least, tho richest unit of tho British- 
empire, and It behooves us In tho Unit- 
ed States to know our -Canada." 

The social, conditions throughout 
Western Cnnndn nre everything Hint 
could ho desired. * Schools have been 
established in all districts whero there 
may bo ten or twclvo children A! 
age, nnd these are largely maintained^ 
by liberal government grants. A fund 
for this purpose Is raised from the 
revenue derived from the sale of school, 
lnnd, one-eighteenth of nil lands being 
set nslde us school lands. AH: tho 
higher branches of education are cared 
for, there being high schools at all 
Important centers, ' and colleges nod 
universities In tho principal ciUes. 

Tho^ different religious denomlnn- ' 
tlons prevail, each having Its separate 
church, nnd religious services are held 
in every hamlet and village, nnd In 
far-off settlements the pnstor finds an 
attentive congrcgntlon. The rural tele- 
phone Is one of the great modern con- 
veniences that brings the farm home 
nearer to tho market

that In matters of social importance, . 
In tho most remote settlements they 
carry with them the same influence as 
Is to be found In tho most prosperous ' 
farming districts of any of tho states 
of tho Union.

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To Have Beautiful Roses Like This; Care Must Be Taken of Them In Fall. 

LATE SUMMER WORK NOTES 



By E. VAN BENTHUYSEN. 
"Watch the tender greenhouse plants 
thnt nrc In the open and take them up 
tjefore the last days of summer have 
• passed. 

Have the pots ready for the bulbs 
which must be taken up soon. 

Insects will now begin to attack the 
scarlet runner and other flowers of 
that nature and they must be watched 
carefully. 

The dahlias, gladioli and other rank- 
growing plants are likely to be blown 
down by the wind and should be 
staked. 

Unless chrysanthemums nre shaded 
during the hot month of August they 
will be Injured by the sun. 

Drench the ground around the tea 
roses, but do not spray the bushes. 

Roses of all kinds should bo thor- 
oughly manured with well-rotted cow 
manure and mulched with lawn cut- 
tings and lenves. ' 

Liquid manure should be applied 
only when the ground Is moist enough 
to nhsorb It. 

.It Is fatal to some plants to fertilize 
thorn with rich manures when the 
ground Is very dry. 

- Never allow roses to remain on the 
bush when the petals begin to fall. 
• Allplonts that are Intended for win- 
ter bloomers should have the buds 
pinched off now. 

Pick pnnsles and nasturtiums every 
day If you waut to huvo plenty of 
blooms. 

When the lilacs have finished bloom- 
ing, all the seed clusters should be 
cut away. If the seed Is allowed to 
develop on the lilac It generally bus 
few flowers In every other year. 

The best, way to kill weeds now Is 
to pull them up by hand. 

The redbug and other enemies of the 
rose, If not killed off Inst month should 
be efTectunlly removed now. An ex- 
cellent spray for rose buslies Is made 
-of one-hulf pound of lauudry soap 
in?] ted* In hot water to which Is ndded 
one cupful of keroscue. When this 
comes to a boll, use about one part to 
fifteen parts of water. 

Scrape up road dust and apply about 
the roots .of your plants timing the hot 
weather and keep the moisture In the 
soli. Lawn clippings make an excel- 
lent mulch for the larger plunts and 
shrubs. 

Save the grass clippings from the 
lawn to serve as a mulch for the bed 
of ten roses. These plunts like to have 
the soil about their roots cool and 
moist. Spread the grass over the bed 
to a depth of two or three Inches.' 
When It withers, work It Into the soil 
to net as a fertilizer as It decays and 
apply fresh clippings. 

Cuttings from the geranium may be 
made ull through August In most cli- 
mates. 

. In a dry season don't mow the lawn 
ns often as In a showery one.' Itegu-^ 
lute the frequency of your mowing 
by. the appearance of the grass. Aim 
to keep It looking green and velvety. 
Early in August Is a good time to. sow 



mignonette for the window garden. 
Sow In pots or boxes and water fre- 
quently, but not too often. 



MONEY IN COTTAGE GARDENS 

By LIMA R. R08E. 
When I lived In tlijjeountry we used 
to send scores of nosegays to market, 
priced from five to ten cents. We 
could not supply them fast enough, 
and If people cared to grow common 
flowers or pot plants and sell tlicni 
outside a railway station, for Instance, 
they could do well with them now. 

Make your own leaf mold. When, 
sod Is removed from the ground for 
any purpose, shake out the fine soil 
that adheres to It for future use, or 
slice off the fine roots with a sharp 
knife Just below the crown of tho 
grass. 

This Is known ns fibrous loam arid* 
In combination with, leaf mold, old 
manure and fine sharp sand makes tho 
very best potting soil. 

Throw the top of tho sods In a heap 
In some out-of-the-way comer, and ndd 
the Takings' of the yard in fall und 
spring, all weeds pulled during the 
summer, all refuso of vegetables, pota- 
to parings, npple peelings, corn husks 
and berry hulls, anything that Is vege- 
table matter «nd will decay. 

All dishwater and slops that are not 
needed on the garden should be thrown 
on the pile, which should be turned oc- 
casionally during the winter. 

By the following spring you will 
have the finest kind of a leaf mold. 

Not nil the pile will hnve decayed, 
but along the edges and underneath It 
will be found ready for use. 

Add to It every bit of available veg- 
etable matter during the year, Includ- 
ing the unnual flowers pulled up after 
their season of bloom. Add tops of 
such root plants as cannas, caladlums, 
gludloll, and you will soon have a sup- 
ply quite adequate to the needs of the 
ordinary garden. 

Where there are waterworks tho 
hose may be turned on frequently to 
hasten composition. 

If It is impossible to replnce all poor 
soli In tho garden with better, by tho 
addition of leaf mold and manure 
much may be accomplished in the way 
of building up and rendering it suit- 
able.

tit ASHINGTON.— The debate In the senate on the naval appropriation bill 
"_ produced some peculiar situations. One,' especially, occurred when the 
clause was taken up which directs and authorizes the secretary of the navy 
to report to congress by December 4,

ment of the harbors which will best 
provide adequate facilities for opera- 
tions of the fleets at places named. 
About 10 on the Atlantic, Gulf and 
Pacific coasts were mentioned. 

Senator > Penrose insisted that 
Philadelphia be Included and this was 
done. Then Senator Swanson ex- 
pressed the desire to see the names of 
Camden, N. J., and Wilmington, Del., 
In the list and Senator Sheppard re- 
quested that sir cities in his state be Included. Senator Vardaman obtained 
tho admission of two cities In Mississippi. 

The end came when Senator Overman requested the admission of Wil- 
mington, N. C, on the grounds that "it was the scene of the greatest battle in 
the Civil war." Senator William obtained the floor and said : "I think If this 
Is going on Indefinitely we had better take a map and look around the coast 
line and put In all the places and take the towns In Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas on the Itlo Grande and put them nil In." 

In the end it was decided to amend the clause to coll for "plans for Im- 
provements in harbors and channels, which, In the opinion of the commission 
will best provide adequate fucllltles."

MEMBERS of congress and government officials who were startled by tho 
l " report that the Institute for Government Research, backed by John D. 
Rockefeller, was preparing to make a sweeping Investigation of all depart- 
ments of the government suppressed 
their Indignation when they discovered 
that the purpose for which the insti- 
tute was organized fell far short of 
such an inquiry. 

One of the charter members of the 
organization said that Mr. Rockefeller 
had nothing to do with it at the out- 
set, nt least, and expressed doubt that 
ho had contributed any funds to carry 
on the work for which it was designed. 
It was also asserted that no mvestlga- 
- T tion of any department of the govern- 

ment. The Institute for Government Research was organized shortly before 
tho war by a number of economists and scientists, interested In the subject, 
for tho purpose of making an Independent study of governmental methods, 
with a view to promoting efficiency and eliminating defects now known to 
exist 

Tho aim was purely. scientific. It was not to pick flaws in any adminis- 
tration, but to discover In what way the business of government could be best 
carried on. 

William Franklin Willoughby, professor of jurisprudence and politics nt 
Princeton university, Is managing director of tho Institute. 

The board of trustees Is composed of the following men, all of whom are 
prominently Identified with Rockefeller activities: Frank J. Goodnow, presi- 
dent of Johns Hopkins university, chairman ; Edwin A. Alderman, president of 
the University of Virginia, secretary; Frederick Strauss, New York banker, 
trensurer; Robert S. Brockllngs of St Louis, Charles W. Eliot, former presi- 
dent of Harvard university, and Raymond B. Fosdlck of the Rockefeller 
foundation.

USE FOR HOUSE SLOPS 

Any house slops that are free from 
grease or acids may be poured around 
the roots of plants to their advuntngc, 
pushing aside the mulch for this pur- 
pose und replacing when done. 

Water the_ ground liberally, always 
watering In the evening/ Or, have a

What had a 
little match to do with it?

In contrast, to th,- fed- 
eral building, which was ten years in 
construction, the country board recon'. 
vened in the new oonnty building ex- 
actly two years to the day that it had 
adjourned for the wrecking of the old 
building, and while there is not a sky- 
scraper in the loop district on which 
liberal sums as "contractors' extras" 
have not. been paid, the new county 
building was completed entirely within 
the appropriation and without scandal.
